After a year's deliberation on the subject of providing a 
master antennea system for television reception in the Sierra 
Madre area, the bid of the Community Television Co. of Holly¬ 
wood was accepted at the Tuesday night meeting of the City 
Council. Provisions of the bid call for an installation charge of 
$150 and a $5 monthly fee.

A free motion picture for Si¬ 
erra Madre’s younger set and 
their parents, will be presented 
in the City School auditorium 
Dec. 10 by the Friends of the 
Library, Mrs. John E. Conzel- 
man, president, announced this 
week. 

The picture, entitled, “The 
Magic Horse,” was voted sec¬ 
ond place at the Cannes In¬ 
ternational Film Festival sev¬ 
eral years ago, she said, being 
“nosed out” in the final ballot¬ 
ing for the best picture of the 
year by “From Here to Eter¬ 
nity.” 

More about the picture next 
week . . . keep the evening 
of Dec. 10 open, in the mean¬ 
time. 


The City’s specifications 
called for a financial respon- 
sibilty of $35,000, the deposit 
ing of a $5000 bond and a 
guarantee of clear reception of 
seven television channels. 

Both residents and members 
of the City Council have ex¬ 
pressed regret that the bid 
could not be awarded to a local 
firm. Edwin Meyer, operator of 
television store here, who has 
done much pioneering in the 
field of local television pro¬ 
blems, was the other bidder for 
the service. 

Since Mr. Meyer was unable 
to provide the necessary $35,000 
financial responsibility and 
had only a $2000 bond and 
would not guarantee good re¬ 
ception on seven channels, it 
was impossible to give further 
consideration to his bid of $100 
installation charge and a $3.50 
monthly fee. 

In order to expedite matters, 
Mr. Meyer told the Council, 
“This thing has been going on 
for a year now. The people 
want television. The Hollywood 
company can give it to them. 

I hereby withdraw my bid.” 

A survey reveals that GOO per¬ 
sons are vitally interested in 
the new master system. Mrs. 
Leland Evans who was present 
in the audience told the Coun¬ 
cil that in two days she had 
gotten 202 signatures on a pe¬ 
tition asking for quick decision 
on the matter of building the 
system. 

Street Improvements OK'd 

As the result of withdrawals 
of protests, due to the City’s 


action in voting to appropriate 
approximately 1/3 the cost of 
street improvements on the pro¬ 
posed sections, all contemplat¬ 
ed work will be started follow 
ing awarding of bids. 

Work will go forward on sec¬ 
tions of Ramona, Carter and 
Fairview Avenues, and Michii- 
linda Blvd. The improvement 
of Manzanita Avenue is also 
included in the City's 1/3 ap¬ 
propriation. 

Business Licenses 

The business license ordi¬ 
nance which has been under 
study for the past several 
weeks by Council members was 
given its first official reading 
Tuesday night. Because of the 
length of the ordinance and the 
time required to read all of 
its provisions, actual reading 
was waived, but acting on mo¬ 
tion of Councilman Charles 
James, copies of the ordinance 
will be made available to ail 
interested persons at the Cily 
Clerk’s office. 

The revised ordinance calls 
for a flat business fee of $24 
with no provision regarding the 
number of employees. The pre¬ 
sent truck delivery license fee 
will remain at the $12 per year 
figure, instead of the $24 as 
proposed in the ordinance as 
first drawn. 

It is expected that the new 
license structure will not only 
increase the City’s purse by 
$6000, but that its enforcement 
will be much easier. It will re¬ 
ceive its second and final rcad.

Sharpe Death 
Accidental; 
Inquest Verdict 

The death of Harry Sharpe, 
36, a former resident of the 
British Home here who died 
Nov. 9 after being struck by an 
automobile, was declared acci¬ 
dental in an inquest Nov. 18 
by a representative from the 
office of E. A. Winstanley, Los 
Angeles County Coroner. 

According to the coroner's re¬ 
port. Sharpe was hit by a 1954 
Cadillac driven by John W. Lor- 
enzini, Jr., as Sharpe was cros¬ 
sing the intersection at Sierra 
Madre Blvd. and Sunnyside 
Ave. According to police, the 
time was about 11 o’clock in 
the morning. As the result of 
multiple injuries Sharpe died a 
few hours later at the Medical 
Center where he was taken for 
emergency treatment. 

Lorenzini, who lives at 611 E. 
Grandview, was found to be 
without “criminal responsibil¬ 
ity” in the coroner’s report. 

Police, bystanders, and a mo¬ 
torist testified to the facts of 
the accident.

Skutt Gives 
Analysis of 
New Tax Rates 

Taxpayers’ Cost of 
Schools Evaluated 

A breakdown of figures re¬ 
lating to the cost of the tax¬ 
payer of the new Sierra Mesa 
School, as reflected in the cur¬ 
rent tax bills, was released by 
Supt. of Schools Charles A. 
Skutt at a meeting of the Board 
of Trustees this week. 

Comparative rates for the 
School District for the Elemen¬ 
tary General Funds show for 

1953, .9699 as against .9464 for 

1954, and is due to anticipated 
yearly fluctuations. The rate 
for elementary bonds for 1953 
was .2596, and for 1954, .3589 
for each $100 of assessed valu¬ 
ation. 

This increase is due to the 
new school. An average 5-room 
home assessed at $3000, Mr. 
Skutt pointed out, paid $36.89 
last year, and will pay $39.16 
on the current bill. This is an 
increase of $2.27 to a taxpayer 
witli $3000 assessed valuation. 
Other tax increases are due to 
increase in other rates. 

The total tax rate for Sierra 
Madre Elementary schools for 
1954 is $1.30 per hundred. The 
remainder of the rate as item¬ 
ized on the tax bill, included 
in Sierra Madre School District, 
is for education of Sierra Madre 
students in Pasadena schools, 
including building obligations 
to the Pasadena District. Stu¬ 
dents attend local schools for 
seven years—kindergarten thru 
sixth, and Pasadena schools for 
six years for which our district 
pays tuition to Pasadena for 
two of these years. 


Auto Club Says No 
Cross Walk Needed 

The City Council is in receipt 
of a ietler from the Automobile 
Club of Southern Chlifornia, 
stating that the results of a 
survey made at the Library lo¬ 
cation, 440 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd., revealed that there was 
no demand for a mid-block 
crosswalk at that point, and 
that it was not recommended 
due to traffic hazards. 

The request for an opinion 
was made by the local PTA on 
Oct. 6. 


FIVE TEACHERS

Charles Skutts to 
Take European Trip 

Supt. of Schools Charles A. 
Skutt will start on a five- 
months tour of Europe Jan. 1, 
following granting of a sab¬ 
batical leave by the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre School Board of Trustees 
this week. 

Mr. Skutt originally request¬ 
ed a sabbatical leave last year, 
but due to the problems of con¬ 
struction on the the new Sierra 
Madre School, he was asked by 
the board to postpone his plans 
for which he had already made 
reservations. He did so, and 
as a compromise he and Mrs. 
Skutt, took a quick trip around 
the world. ’ 

Mrs. Skutt will accompany 
her husband again this year 
on the tour which will include 
visiting many institutions of 
learning throughout Europe. 

Miss Betty Newton will be 
acting superintendent for the 
period of Mr. Skutt’s absence. 
She will be assisted by Mrs. 
Saline Pascoe, vice-principal at 
Sierra Madre School and Mrs.

Conzelman Receives Check For 
Purchase of C. D. Equipment 
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Checks from the state and 
federal governments for a total 
of $1,545.54 were presented to 
the City Council at its meeting 
this week by John E. Conzel¬ 
man, associate director of Sier¬ 
ra Madre’s Civil Defense or¬ 
ganization. 

In turning over the checks, 
the director explained that it 
was a refund to the city for 
purchase of civil defense equip¬ 
ment, including an auxiliary 
emergency power plant at the 
City Hall and four walkie-talk¬ 
ie radios. All equipment pur¬ 
chased for civil defense needs 
cost the city only 25 per cent 
of the purchase price, he ex¬ 


plained, since the state pays 
25 per cent and the federal gov¬ 
ernment has agreed to contrib¬ 
ute half of the cost. 

“We still need mucli equip¬ 
ment,” Conzelman stated, “but 
with the continued cooperation 
of the City Council, it will be 
obtained at a fraction of its 
cost to the residents of Sierra 
Madre.” 

Conzelman also announced 
that an important civil defense 
meeting was to be held 
Wednesday evening in the City 
Hall. On the agenda was plan¬ 
ing for civil defense operations 
in case of fire or flood emer. 
encies this winter.

^HE MAJOR FUNCTION of the city forces will be 
to keep the city streets open and passable and 
to erect barricades in those areas where the flow 
has been increased or changed by man-made features. 

This plan entails first, using city crews and city 
equipment wherever and whenever the need becomes 
apparent; second, contacting contractors in this im¬ 
mediate vicinity when it appears that the flow of 
debris or water is going to warrant additional help; 
and, third, ordering and directing Los Angeles County 
Flood Control equipment and contractors' equipment 
under county control. 

The only solution, when attempting to control wa¬ 
ter, is advanced preparation. Even with the best 
weather service, we can not hope to receive sufficient 
advance notice when a heavy storm is coming into 
this area, to give time for placement of sand bags 
and plank barricades. 

It is hoped that when the work on Lima Street is 
finished we can move right into the construction of 
the Yucca Trail Crib Dam. At the same time, we will at¬ 
tempt to work in those spots which past experience 
has shown will be most troublesome.—Bevington

F OLLOWING the fire whfch began last Dec. 27, 
Sierra Madre awakened on the morning of Jan. 
19th to face the serious results of a moderate 
rain Real disaster was averted by unprecedented, 
courageous effort and heart-warming cooperation be¬ 
tween all government agencies and the people. In 
this emergency many individuals stood out because 
of their extraordinary efforts. 

Results achieved since then, include the construc¬ 
tion by the U. S. Forest Service of Lannan Dam, a 
crib dam in^ Floral Canyon, and a modified debris 
basin below it on Carter Ave. Three dams now be¬ 
ing constructed in Bailey, Auburn and Carter can¬ 
yons by the U. S. Army Corps of Engineers are vir¬ 
tually completed. 

Other work planned cannot be finished until 1955 
or 1956. In the event of prolonged, heavy rains we 
may expect considerable run-off debris-free water in 
some streets until then, but measures are being taken 
to handle it. 

The work already done has been effective. Where¬ 
as last year s first storm after the fire caused great 
damage, this year's first storm did no damage what¬ 
ever. There were some deposits of silt in two areas 
where no work has yet been done, but this dirt was 
confined to the streets. While flood control is not 
yet final and complete, I do feel all has been done 
that could be done by the City and all government 
agencies.—Roberts

There was another man in 
Athens, a younger man with a 
fine straight back, a thick flow¬ 
ing moustache and gleaming 
white teeth. He came to my 
rescue one day when I had be¬ 
come impossibly lost in the old 
section of the city, where the 
streets are so narrow you can 
stand in the middle and touch 
the houses on both sides. I was 
perspiring so profusely with 
my efforts to negotiate the 
sharp, narrow turns in my out¬ 
size American car that my 
glasses were steamy. People 
were shouting instructions from 
all sides, instructions I could 
not understand, and I was close 
to tears of exasperation. Then 
this young man stepped for¬ 
ward and said. “Speak English. 
Where you go?” I told him and 
we started out, he walking be¬ 
fore me to clear the way. 

At Churchill street, I tried to 
thank him. I even made the 
almost irreparable blunder of 
offering him money. He glow¬ 
ered a moment then grandly 
waved it aside. Finally he 
smiled. “It is nothing. It is to 
thank America.” And as I drove 
away his words followed me, 
"Because I love America and 
I love Americans.” 

There was a lady, too, the 
mother of three children, who 


worked in a kiosk just outside 
the bakery where I bought my 
bread. It was a tiny place, 
about four feet square, and she 
had for sale a meager stock of 
candy, cigarettes, matches, and 
once—the day that I first stop¬ 
ped there—kites. 

Her husband had been killed 
in the Communist revolution 
and she was raising her chil¬ 
dren alone. It was not easy 
with only candy, cigarettes, 
matches and, now and then, 
something special like kites. So 
I got together some of the clo¬ 
thing my children had out¬ 
grown and, one day, left them 
at the kiosk tor her. She was 
delighted with the gift, delight¬ 
ed in the dignified, proud way 
of the Greeks that permits them 
to accept because their need is 
great but compels them, too, to 
say thank you somehow in re¬ 
turn. 

This lady said it with eggs— 
ten of them carefully wrapped 
in a much-mended napkin. As 
she handed it to me she said, 
“It is to say thank you, Ma¬ 
dame, because you are very 
kind. But it is American to be 
kind. We know in Greece.” 

There were others too—the 
flower vendor who always gave 
me one special rose for my 
own, and the peanut man who 
filled the children’s hands with 
nuts whether I bought any or 
not, and the grocery store lady 
who gave cookies, and the fruit 
peddler who gave oranges . . . 

One good Greek friend smiled 
with pleasure when I told her 
of all this largesse. “Through 
you they are saying thank you 
to all America, my friend. I am 
proud of them.” 

And I am, too. For in their 
desire to repay—not in kind or 
in quantity because that would 
be impossible—but simply in 
their desire to give something, 
the Greeks put the emphasis 
exactly where it belongs—on 
the giving, not on the gift!

TOYS—GOOD AND POOR 

Too often parents, and especi¬ 
ally other relatives, are influ¬ 
enced in their purchase of toys 
for the very young child by 
what they themselves think is 
"so cute.” It is more necessary 
that the purchaser know the 
possibilities for creative play 
which each toy affords. 

Young children need play¬ 
things that lend themselves to 
a variety of play possibilities. 
They need things to push ’and 
pull, to climb, to dig with, to 
take apart and put together 
again. They need props to en¬ 
hance their imaginative play. 
Playing house, train, fireman 
or cowboy is lots more fun 
when suitable eqipment is pro¬ 
vided. 

Toys that merely entertain 
soon lose appeal. These include 
most of the mechanical toys. 
Very young children learn 
mostly through manipulation 
and the sense of touch. Learn¬ 
ing by seeing and hearing 
and seeing comes during the 
school years. 

Here are a few sugestions for 
evaluating the possibilities in 
toys for the younger child. 

Blocks 

Be sure blocks are of varied 
sizes and not too small. Try to 
start with a set which can be 
added to as the cihld’s interest 
in building grows. Small square 
blocks are all right for baby 
if they are soft, but will have 
litle challenge for children over 
two. 

Transportation Toys 

Trucks, trains, boats and all 
types of road equipment should 
be accurate reproductions of 
the real thing and easy to ma¬ 
nipulate. Steering wheels that 
don”t turn, dump trucks that 
wont dump can be very frus¬ 
trating — another reason for 
buying good quality. 

Dolls 

Try to find dolls with pretty 
faces. Grotesque faces and cari¬ 
catures don’t please children, 
only adults. 

Books 

Too many childrens’ books are 
poorly written, have grotesque 
pictures, and the stories are sil¬ 
ly or even stupid. Try to select 
stories that are childlike in 
their content and show things 
in their natural proportion. 
Children like stories about 
things within their experience, 
about other children doing the 
same things that they do. They 
are especially interested in 
stories involving trucks, trains, 
airplanes, dogs, cats and hors¬ 
es. They are not ready for stor¬ 
ies about fairies, giants and 
other fanciful or fearful char¬ 
acters. 

"Educational" Toys 

Many toys are advertised as 
“educational.” Since education 
is a continuous process begin¬ 
ning almost at birth, most any 
toy has educational value. It 
might be more accurate to say 
“suitable” toys contribute to 
good education, while unsuit-

MANY PERSONS 
ENTITLED TO SOCIAL 
SECURITY INCREASE 


Many persons now receiving 
social security monthly pay¬ 
ments may be entitled to a spe- 
cial increase if they now meet, 
or will meet, certain conditions 
under the new “drop-out” pro¬ 
visions of the Social Security 
Law. These increases could be 
quite substantial, according to 
Carl D. Monroe, Pasadena dis¬ 
trict manager of the Social Se¬ 
curity Administration. 

The people who may be eli¬ 
gible for this special increase 
are those who have been re¬ 
ceiving less than the minimum 
social security payment, and 
have enough self-employment 
income or wages to give them 
credit for six quarters of cover¬ 
age after June, 1953. Roughly, 
this means a year and one- 
half of self-employment income 
or wages since June, 1953. 

Those who meet the six-quar¬ 
ter requirement may have the 
four years of lowest or no earn¬ 
ing dropped from their record 
in refiguring their monthly so¬ 
cial security benefit. If in ad¬ 
dition to the six quarters after 
June, 1953, the person has five 
years of employment under so¬ 
cial security, he may have an 
additional “drop-out’ year, or 
a total of five lowest earning 
years disregarded in recomput¬ 
ing his monthly rate. 

The “drop-out’ recomputation 
is not automatic, warned Mon¬ 
roe, but must be applied for at 
the nearest social security of¬ 
fice. The Pasadena office of the 
Social Security Administration 
is located at 125 East Colorado 
street.

most flowers. Parrot Tulips— 
especially the Fantasy variety 
—are ideal for pot culture. Fan¬ 
tasy is a sport of Clara Butt and 
is a salmon-pink with scarlet 
and green markings. 

Other varieties are equally 
pleasing in bright colors. Blue 
Parrot offers a brilliant shade 
of lavender blue and Therese 
has a white base with shad¬ 
ings of bright scarlet. For 
warmer colors there is Orange 
Favorite—a clear orange—and 
Red Champion, deep rose red 
in color. 

Parrot Tulips fall in the late 
Tulip or May-flowering cate¬ 
gory. Like other Tulips they ap¬ 
preciate full sun on their faces 
except where early spring tem¬ 
peratures are unusually high. 
Each bulb should be planted 
about six inches deep. An ex¬ 
ception to this planting depth 
comes in warm winter areas 
where the bulbs should be 
planted deeper . . . and later 
(through this month). 

All Tulips—and Parrots are 
no exception—are a delicacy 
for gophers and field mice. By 
planting the bulbs in %-inch 
wire mesh baskets you’ll be 
able to ward off the dangers of 
these “critters.” 

With the Parrot Tulip you 
can achieve startling and very 
dramatic effects in your gar¬ 
den. Try combining the bril¬ 
liant Blue Parrot and Orange 
Favorite with heavy tropical 
foliage of shrubs—perhaps the 
Aucuba. If you have a quiet 
corner which you would like 
to brighten, the very unusual 
Fantasy with its pinks and 
greens blended is the answer. 
Perhaps you prefer to plant 
your Tulips in pots—the The¬ 
rese variety would be ideal 
growing in a patio or outside 
living area.

Taking a text from the Lord’s 
Supper.. "When He had given 
thanks”, Rev. Harry P. Leach, 
pastor of the Congregational 
church declared that the early 
Christian writers of the 2nd 
century wrote of the Lord's 
Supper as the Eucharist, a 
Greek word meaning Thanks¬ 
giving. The Communion service 
was a Thanksgiving service. 

Mr. Leach went on to say 
that what was true of the Com¬ 
munion service should be said 
also of every service of worship. 

“A church service should be a 
time when mourning is turned 
into joy; when depression, dis¬ 
couragement and despair give 
way to courage and hope. Don’t 
leave church as if you have 
been identifying someone in a 
morgue!” 

Developing his theme of 
thanksgiving, Mr. Leach furth¬ 
er said that you cannot be 
thankful to order. Thankful¬ 
ness is never a planned affair. 

The Pilgrim fathers had lost 
half their numbers through 
death the previous year, harv¬ 
ests were poor and the outlook 
not too good. And yet they rose 
in Thankfulness in the midst 
of sorrow and want. The Book 
of Psalms is our greatest col¬ 
lection oi Thanksgiving litera¬ 
ture, written by a people who 
were homeless, defeated and in 
exile. In spite of it all they 
sang songs of praise to God 
whom they trusted and thank¬ 
ed for His goodness to them. 

Mr. Leach concluded his ser¬ 
mon developing the thought 
that thanksgiving is a response 
of joy and appreciation we 
make when we experience 
goodness, beauty and truth. All

sponse and when you make it

In Time of Trouble. 

Lesson for November 28: Psalms 
142; 46: 1-3, 10-11. 

Golden Text: Psalms 46: 1. 

The three friends of Job who 
came, ostensibly to comfort him 
but really to upbraid him because 
of his supposed sin that such evil 
had come upon him, presented 
the ancient doctrine that suffering 
is always the result of sin com¬ 
mitted by the man who suffers. 
In some kinds of sin it is true 
that they bring sorrow and woe 
upon the guilty. But it is not true 
in every instance, as Job demon¬ 
strated, that suffering is the re¬ 
sult of sin. Suffering can ofttimes 
be inflicted upon men who are 
guiltless. 

David in the cave, perhaps when 
he was hiding from King Saul, 
lamented his sad condition in 
which it seemed that no one cared 
for his soul. And sometimes in 
the present it may seem to some 
poor fellow that he has reached 
the end in sorrow and suffering 
and that no man cares for his 
soul. In such an extremity, he 
may be tempted to doubt and to 
fail in his trust toward God. Yet, 
sometimes as Paul found, great 
disasters may work out for a 
man’s good. We do not know the 
end from the beginning, and we 
are not always prepared to see 
that present ill-fortune may bring 
good to us in the future. 

In the 46th Psalm we find Jre 
Psalmist declaring that his reluge 
was in God and that he would not 
fear amid all the changes of time 
and place. He hears the voice of 
the Lord say, “Be still and know 
that I am God,” and he himselt 
writes, ‘‘The Lord of hosts is with
